AS  fcicnce  of  every  kiiul  Is  far- 
^  t’lcr  advanced,  and  more  gene¬ 
rally  dimiled  iji  ihc  preftnt,  tluni  it 
has  been  In  any  former  period  ol’  the 
hillory  oi  the  world;  lo  tiic  [)reient 
times  have  exhihited  a  brighter  proof 
of  irs  intluence  in  political  change 
and  revolution.  The  glorious  j’uc- 
ctilesof  a  fci  innate  war  infpired  in 
the  Engliih  nation  a  fpirlt  of  info- 
knee,  which  appeared  in  rudenefs 
abroad,  and  in  licenrioufncfs  at  home. 
Illegal  li retches  of  royal  prerogative 
roiifcd  this  fpirir  into  a  rehRance  of 
government.  Miniflry  were  obliged 
to  recede  from  their  pretcnfioiis. — 
The  moll  daring  libellers  efcaped  wiih 
impunity  ;  and  the  nuTc  profligate  men 
braved  the  threats  of  the  court,  in  con¬ 
fidence  of  the  favour  of  the  people. — 
Nnmberiefs  produclions  of  the  prefs 
dilfeminated  thefe  fadls  among  the 
North  Americans,  a  people  acute  by

England.  Her  uni'uccerstul  ftruggle 
with  America  has  taught  her  a  de¬ 
gree  ot  moderation ;  lae  begins  to 
Tulpe^fl  chat  her  remaining  dependen¬ 
cies  cju  be  prtferved  only  by  mild 
and  jult  government  ;  in  this  view 
the  Britiih  Parliatnent  lias  been  em¬ 
ployed  in  framing  a  new  code  of  law?; 
for  tlic  regulation  cf  our  pofTelllons  in 
Hitidodan.  'Phe  fymptoms  of  riling 
liberty  in  the  different  nations  of 
Europe  have  inculcated  the  wifdom 
of  moderation  and  generofity  on  the 
minda  of  their  rulers.  'I’he  good 
fenfe  and  the  magnanimity  the 
Emperor  are  fnfficient  to  account  for 
the  generous  attention  to  the  intereds 
of  his  fnhje<51s,  winch  have  fo  emi¬ 
nently  diitir.guiihcd  his  government. 
Ic  is  proh.^bly  to  other  c.uifcs,  it  is  to 
the  fpiiir,  pcrh;ips  of  contagious  lilier- 
I  ty  that  we  are  to  trace  fimllar  aiten- 
tiiuis  on  the  parts  of  the  Kings  cf 
Naples,  of  Denmark,  and  Sweden. 
To  the  latne  caufe,  which  has  roufed 
a  general  fpirit  of  commerce,  we  may 
retcr  the  attempts  that  have  been 
made  by  the  governors  of  Tripoli  and 
Tunis,  to  promote  fair  trade  by  the 
difcoiiragement  of  piracy. 

It  will  be  an  interefting  fpcciilatinn 
to  the  induence  of  this  fpirit,  fo  for  ¬ 
cibly  roufed  by  the  great  revolution 
in  the  wedern  world,  on  commerce, 
on  Iciences  and  arts  ;  on  the  genius 
of  nations  :  the  balance  of  power  :  and 


the  fpirit  cf  liberty  in  Holland.  The 
conliitution  of  the  States  of  Holland, 
like  that  of  the  cities  and  towns  in 
Scotland,  is  arilfocratic.  Two  par- 
lies  have  for  an  hundred' years  divi¬ 
ded  the  States.  A  third,  which  wc 
lhall  call  the  popular,  has  lately  arlfen, 
and  will  one  day  difputi,  and  pro¬ 
bably  with  fuccefs,  the  fupieinc 
For,  although  this  par^y  be 


power, 

not  vet  ripened  into  a  regular  torm  i 
under  one  moving  principle,  and  the  | 
guidance  of  one  head,  the  feeds  ot  it  | 
are  fown,  and  have  already  fprouted 
foithiii  the  avowed  feiuiments  and 
communications  ot  the  citizens.  A- 
merica,  and  IreliiiJ  in  imitation  <'t 
her  example,  iiave  taught  the  nations 
the  mode  and  the  power  of  alfociati- 
on,  and,  by  that  important  Icifon, 
the  means  of  refuting  tyranny,  and 
effecting  political  revolution.  The 
tow  ns  of  the  United  Pf  ovinccf .  pani- 
cularly  xAmderdatn,  W'ith  thde  ex¬ 
amples  before  their  eyes,  talk  of 
chufing  del'.gate':,  and  of  alferting 
their  rights  of  rature.  The  jealoufy 
and  the  vigour  of  the  Pruffiau  mo¬ 
narch, warchtu!  againtt  a  fpirit, .which, 
once  roufed  In  fo  near  a  neighbour, 
might  ihake  the  members  cf  his  fcat- 
tered  kingdom,  r'prclfcs  their  ardour 
for  the  prefont-  Time  and  accidents, 
however,  will  give  them  a  Ht  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  carrying  their  dcligns  into 
execution. 

The  prefent  fcate  of  Holland  affords 
a  Rriking  contir  nation  of  what  has 
indeed  been  often  obferved,  that  to 
live  and  cenverfe  together  In  clofe 
Ibcicty,  is  not  only  favourable  to  re- 
iinemenc  of  m.tnncrs,  but  to  liberty. 
It  is  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  only, 
not  the  boors  or  foreigners,  that 
meditate  a  revolution  favoural>Ie  to 
freedom.

his  feat  accordingly,  on  tlie  eillcf 
May  17/5. 

In  the  fame  year,  the  refolution  to 
eOablilh  an  independent  govcrn.iicr.t 
being  pnbh'hed  by  the  Congrefs,  Dr 
Franklin  was  appointed  pLnipoten- 
tiary  to  the  court  of  France  ;  and,  on 
the  recall  of  Lord  Stormont,  tiie  Di  i- 
lilh  ambalfador  at  that  court,  lie  had 
the  addrefs  to  fucceed  Jiis  Lord Ih ip  in 
Ills  houfe  at  Paris,  where  he  Hill  re- 
fides. 

Dr  Franklin  was  never  married  ; 
but  he  has  one  fon,  late  governor  of 
the  Jerfeys,  who  was  taken  prifoncr 
by  the  Americans  at  the  beginning 
of  the  conteft,  and  remained  two 
years  in  confinement  in  Conncdlicut.

'I'hcn  addrefl'nig  himfeirro  me,  “  This 
ireatil'e,”  fiid  he,  “  ceitiiidv  merits 
to  its  author  the  kindt  (\  eiicoiirage- 
ment  of  the  j)uidK'.  lie  lays  dw>wn 
in  it  a  v^ry  rational  pirn  ot  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  Tiioft  ele';an'  U’lguago.  In 
it  Mr  Knf'X  Ih-vvb  hi.nlv.lt  j  olleifed  of 
a  thorough  acquaintance  with  boidr:,, 
together  with  an  exterdive  knowledge 
ot  t!ie  world.  And  a!. is  !  too  leldom 
have  men,  pofieiieJ  ol  genius  and 
learning,  and  fr.e  from  prejudices, 
employed  llieir  pens  on  the  InbjecI  of 
educi^ion.  I'oit  1  am  informed,  that 
Mr  Knox  pei'torms  even  greater  fer- 
vices  lo  leirning  and  rtHgion,  by 
being  an  excellent  iclioolmaltcr,  than 
he  has  pertormed  to  them  by  publilh- 
ing  ti‘is  rrearife.  Kappy  the  youths 
wlm,  under  the  care  ol  this  good  man, 
obtain  an  early  knowledge  of  ti>e 
principles  of  ufelul  learning  and  of 
religion,  and  aC(|uire  the  habit  of  ad- 
ing  confillentU  with  their  knowledge, 
and  the  p  >wer  of  indiillrious  applica¬ 
tion  to  litera’ure,  or  to  bufinefs,  as 
duty  lliall  command.” 

Such  reliedions  as  thefe  naturally 
recall  into  my  mind  the  manner  in 
which  1  inyfelf  was  intro J need  to 
learning  and  to  the  vvoil.l  ;  and  I 
uiull  confjfs  that  1  recall  it  with  piin. 

At  fchoo!,  either  from  tiie  partial 
attention  of  my  teacher,  the  care  of 
iny  parents,  or  the  fwce  of  iny  na¬ 
tural  abilities,  I  obtained  a  fuperio- 
rity  over  my  clafs-lellviws.  d'his 
grained  me  the  carelfes  of  iny  parents, 
the  applaufe  of  my  mailer,  and  the 
tin  willing  refped  ol  thole  clafs-fel- 
lows  wln>m  1  outftripped  in  my  lite-  ^ 
r.ary  career.  This  fuperioriry  in  j 
learning  always  procured  me,  in  my 
parents'  iioufe,  and  under  my  mailer's 
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ted  into  dullnefs;  and  my  (liipidlty 
\\as  now  elleemed  equal  to  my  lelt- 
concelt. 

Thus  all  my  attempts  to  dirUngiiilh 
nivrelt'  H*  a  fcholar  vvv;re  fruilrattd. 
it'  1  had  any  merits,  they  were  over¬ 
looked.  A  fault,  or  even  the  lem- 
hlancc  of  a  fault  in  my  eil^ys,  or  pub¬ 
lic  exhibitions,  was  infilled  r^pon  with 
critical  keennefs.  1  hus  I  found  my 
pedantic  appearance  conn  erav^lcd  the 
end  to  which  1  had  i.ivagined  it 
would  contribute. 

I  reiblved  at  length  to  rival  thofe 
^  who  triumphed  over  me,  in  the  arts 
bv  wliich  thev  became  .the  favourites 
of  the  lair,  and  leenred  a  welcome 
l'ro«n  every  company  Into  which  they 
■were  pleafed  to  enter. 

I  now  fubniitted  the  honours  of  my 
chin  to  the  dellroyiiig  hand  of  a  bar¬ 
ber  ;  curls  were  cre.5ied  above  eacli 
ear,  and  a  tail  began  to  hang  down 
mv  back.  From  a  llovcn,  1  b^'canie 
finical  in  my  drels.  My  inoruiEig 
hours,  which  till  now  h:\d  been  fpent 
in  reviewing  the  I..alin,  Greek,  and 
Ent^liih  dallies,  were  dedicated  to

the  important  employment  ol  dreinng. 

I  mud,  however,  do  inyieit  the  judice 
to  obferve,  that  I  had  not  conceded 
any  hatred  of  learning,  though  I  thus 
changed  my  manners  and  appearance. 

I  Rill  fpent,  in  cultivating  her  good 
graces,  every  moment  I  couKi  (pare 
from  the  needfary  avocations  of 
drefs,  and  the  falhionable  amufe* 
ments.  But  I  found  foppery,  and 
gaiety  of  drefs  and  manners,  equally 
unfucccfsful  with  pedantic  finguiarity, 
in  procuring  me  the  good  opinion  of 
mankind.  To  fo  great  a  degree  was 
my  charadler  ellablilhcd  as  a  pedant, 
that  being  feen  in  my  company  was 
enough  to  ruin  a  beau  for  ever  ;  and 
the  lady  who  did  not  reprefs  with 
coldnefs  my  gallantries,  or  civilities, 
whenever  ladumed  confidence  enough 
to  offer  any,  was  regarded  as  even 
worfe  than  a  prude,  or  a  devotee. 
Accordingly,  I  was  every  w'here  re¬ 
ceived  with  contempt.  Wherever  I 
entered,  a  titter  cf  Igughing,  which 


nobody  endeavoured  to  hide  from 
me,  ran  round  the  room.  Every  one 
w^as  rtudious  to  cfcap^  from  iny  com¬ 
pany  as  loon  as  pollibic  ;  every  thing 
I  fpoke,  how'ever  humorous  and 
fprigiitly,  was  niilin'erpreied  to  be 
gloomy  and  dull.  By  thefe  means, 
vexed  and  irritated,  I  no  longer 
fought  either  by  icarniug  or  bv  ele- 
gatice  of  di  ets  and  m  inuti  s,  to  pro¬ 
cure  thcappiauk's  andcRcein  of  man¬ 
kind.  1  now  appiird  my  fell  to  learn¬ 
ing,  or  relaxed  my  mind  Irom  iume 
amufement,  as  reafon  decided,  or 
whim  dietated.  Luckily,  befoie  I 
was  far  advanced  in  lilc,  a  friend  of 
my  father’s  beifowed  liiis  living  upon 
me,  without  regard  to  my  (jualifca- 
tions.  litre,  amid  the  perfornnnee 
of  tlie  duties  of  my  Rarlon,  i  forne- 
times  indulge  myfeh'  in  bitter  reilec- 
tions  upon  tiu:  falliiona^de  part  of 
nunkliid  ;  at  other  times  I  lament, 
that  I  was  not  i.itiglu  in  my  early 
years,  that  an  actpi  lintance  with 
rnankinu,  and  a  kuxiwleJge  of  books, 
arc  equally  ncccif.’-y  to  liim  wJio 
wiihes  to  ihiite  in  iif:. 

More  my  hiend.  was  filcnt  ;  our 
convcrlationfcli  immed.iatriy  on  oth.er 
lubjtdi.^,  and  hlr  Sheldon’s  difap- 
}>*>int  ments  w-^re  h)rc;f^tten.  Alter 
coming  liome,  however,  1  endeavour¬ 
ed  to  recolie<if,  .is  1  always  do  alter 
being  in  company  with  Mr  Sheldon^ 
the  purport  of  what  l.ad  palled  du¬ 
ring  the  courfe  of  our  converfation  ; 
and  I  mull  trouble  you,  Mr  Printer, 
to  prefent  this  as  my  fecund  lucubia- 
tion  to  the  public.

“  THE  eypeblation  ofalmoft  all  ranks 
has  been  as  much  excited  by  the  prelent 
performance,  as  perhaps  by  aln.oil  any 
publication  in  the  records  of  literature. 
'J'he  prefs  has  fcarcely  been  able  to  kC4p 
pace  with  the  cagcrnels  of  the  public,  and 
the  third  edition  is  already  announced, 
before  we  have  been  able  to  gratify  our 
readers  with  an  account  of  this  intered- 
ing  work.  I'or  a  great  hiPtoiian  to  ad¬ 
venture  an  tilablillu'd  name  upon  I'o  le-  | 
cent  aiul  aiduuus  a  fuhjedt,  is  an  inllance  j 
tliat  has  fcarcely  occurred.  Reports  1 
were  fomc  time  ago  iiiduflrioiiQy  propa-  ' 
gateil,  that  Hr  Robcrtfoii  had  turned  his  1 
attention  to  a  very  dilberent  fubjed,  and 
even  when  it  was  generally  known  that 
the  prel'ent  work  was  upon  the  eve  of 
pnblicaticni,  it  was  dill  quedioned  by 
many,  whether  a  writer,  fo  celebrated 
for  prudence,  had  not  declined  the  more 
recent  part  of  the  Noith  American  hif- 
tory.  Tb.c  motives  of  his  conduct  upon 
this  head  as  they  are  dated  in  the  pre¬ 
face,  wc  fliall  here  lay  before  our  readers  ; 

But  neither  the  hidory  of  Portuguefe 
America,  nor  the  early  hiflory  of  our 
own  I'ettlements,  have  conflitiited  the 
moll  arduous  pait  of  the  prefent  publi¬ 
cation,  T  he  revolution  which,  iinfortu- 
ratcly  for  this  country,  hath  recently 
taken  plr.ee  in  the  Brililh  colonies,  Inrth 
excited  the  mod  general  attention,  at  the 
frme  tin  e  that  it  hath  rendered  the  gra- 
tificati(  n  of  public  curiofity  a  matter  of 
as  much  delicacy  as  neceflity.  Could  this 
crent  have  been  forefeen  by  me,  I  Ihculd 


have  pciliaps  beer,  more  cautious  of  cir- 
teriug  into  engagements  with  the  public, 
'i'o  en;b.irl:  iip->n  a  lubjted,  r'clped'ling 
wlric'i  tlue  leiilimcnts  of  my  coiuuryineu 
h  ivc  bvcii  fo  much  d.ivided,  and  the  iuiiid 
of  lime  iuiili  n<  t  yet  collect cil  li'c  wr- 
ci'Cts  of  n. unkind  ;  while  the  peifou.'^U) 
wl,(d'c  li*i  it  lurtii  fallen  to  acl  the  prinei- 
p.ii  p.trtfc  upon  tin'  Icene  aic  almolt  all  li¬ 
ving, — is  a  lafa  that  prudence  might 
j-icrliaps  refuie,  and  inodcdy  dcchiie. 
hut  circumnanccd  as  1  was,  1  have  clio- 
leii  rather  to  confider  thefe  peculiarities 
as  pleas  for  the  candour  of  my  le.'k'crs, 
than  as  motives  to  withdraw  myfelf  fruir. 
lb  important  an  undertaking.  1  mould 
ill  delervc  the  indulgence  1  have  expe¬ 
rienced  from  the  public,  were  1  capable 
of  withdrawing  from  a  talk  by  which 
their  curiofity  might  be  gratified,  from 
any  private  inducements  of  inconvenience 
or  diiiiculty.” 

Wc  have  .already  faid,  .and  the  reader 
will  li.ave  frequerd  occafion  lo  retMilcct 
it,  that  we  by  no  means  generally  intend 
an  a.'.alyiis  of  the  levcral  works  that  m.ay 
come  before  us.  In  the  prefent  inR.in.ce, 
w’c  do  not  apprehend  that  we  lliail  lay 
ourfelvcs  cjien  to  much  blame,  by  p-alnug 
over  in  lilence  the  difeoveries  of  Vefpu- 
fius,  and  the  conquells  of  Baretto,  and 
laying  before  our  readers  Ibme  extrafls 
from  the  hlltory  of  the  late  war.  It  is 
impofiible  not  to  remark,  that  the  fubjeft 
is  treated  w  ith  much  caution,  and  that, 
though  the  fentiments  of  a  royalill  be 
every  where  confpicuous,  they  are  thole 
of  a  royalill  moderated  by  misfortune 
and  defeat. 

The  following  is  Dr  Robertfon’s  <?c- 
count  of  the  declar.ation  of  independence. 

“  It  is  by  this  time  fufficicntly  vifiblc, 
that  the  men  who  took  upon  themlclves 
to  be  mod  adtive  in  direding  the  Ameri- 
c.an  councils,  were  men  of  deep  defigu 
and  extenfive  ambition,  who  by  no  means 
confined  their  views  to  the  redrefs  of 
thole  grievances  of  which  they  com¬ 
plained,  and  which  ferved  them  for  in- 
ftruments  in  the  piirfult  of  objeds  lets 
popular  and  fpecious.  By  degrees,  they 
fought  to  undermine  the  allegiance,  and 
dilTolvc  the  'ties  which  conneded  the 
colonies  with  the  parent  country  of  Bri¬ 
tain.  Every  ftep  that  was  taken  by  her 
miniftry  to  reftore  tranquility  to  the  em¬ 
pire,  was  artfully  mifieprefented  by  the 
zealots  cf  fadiou.  Every  unguarded  ex'- 
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•prdTion,  or  unfortunate  meafiire  of  irri¬ 
tation,  was  exaggerated  by  leaders,  who 
confukrcd  the  r  own  honour  and  dignity 
as  iideparable  fromfuither  advances,  and 
predicted  treaehery  and  infiilt  as  tliC  con- 
fequencesof  retreating.  'I'hey  now  ima¬ 
gined  they  had  met  with  a  f.ivoiir.ible 
opportunity  of  proceeding  to  extremi¬ 
ties.  'I'lieir  ine.uence  was  greatelt  in  the 
general  congrefs,  and  by  theii  means  a 
circular  man.fello  was  ilfucd  by  that  af- 
lembly,  intended  to  afcertaln  tlie  tlifpoli- 
tion  of  the  feveral  colonies  refptcting  a 
declaration  of  iruiependence. 

“  They  called  thcir  countrymen  to 
witnels  how  real  had  been  their  grievan¬ 
ces,  and  how  iiUHlerate  their  claims. 
They  faid,  it  was  Impoliible  to  have  pro- 
oceded  with  more  temper  or  greater  de¬ 
liberation,  but  that  their  complaints  had 
been  conllanlly  fiipeifeded,  their  peti¬ 
tions  to  the  titrone  rejeCleil.  I'iie  admi- 
nillration  of  Oreat  Ib  ilrtln  had  not  helita- 
ted  to  attempt  to  ftarve  them  into  fur- 
render,  aiul  having  mlfeairied  in  this, 
they  were  ready  to  employ  the  whole 
force  of  their  country,  with  all  the  foreign 
auxiliaries  they  could  <ihtair.,  in  p.olecu- 
tion  of  their  un;ull  and  tyrannical  purpo- 
fes.  Tiiey  were  precipitated,  it  sras 
iaiil.  by  Hritain  into  a  Hate  of  hoHility, 
and  there  no  longer  remained  for  them  a 
liberty  of  choice.  They  mult  either 
throw  down  their  arms,  and  expect  tiie 
clemency  of  men  who  had  a -ted  as  the 
enemies  ot  their  rights,  or  they  muft  con- 
fuler  themfelves  as  in  a  Hate  of  watrare, 
and  abid:  by  the  confequcnces  of  that 
ftate.  Warfare  involved  independency. 
Without  this  their  etforts  mull  be  ine- 
gular,  feeble,  and  without  all  profpect  of 
fuccefs  ;  they  could  polVcfs  wo  power  to 
fupprefs  mutinies,  or  to  pimiH;  cor.fj)ira- 
cics;  nor  coiild  tlicy  expe-^l  countenance 
and  fupport  from  any  of  the  Hates  of 
•Europe,  however  they  miaht  be  inclined 
to  favour  them,  while  tliey  acknowledged 
themfelves  to  be  fubjects,  and  it  was  un¬ 
certain  how  foon  they  might  facritice 
their  friends  and  allies  to  the  hopes  (rf  a 
re-union.  To  look  back,  they  were  told, 
to  the  King  of  England,  after  all  the  in- 
fiilts  they  had  experienced,  and  the  hof- 
tilities  that  were  begun,  would  be  the 
Jieight  of  pufillanimity  and  weaknefs. 
'I'hey  were  bid  to  think  a  little  for  their 
poHcrity,  who,  by  the  ifreverfiblclaws  of 
nature  and  lituation,  could  have  no  alter- 
viative.left  them  but  to  be  (laves  or  inde- 
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pendent.  Finally,  many  fubtle  reafon- 
ings  were  alledgtd,  lo  evince  the  ail- 
vantages  they  mult  derive  from  intrinlic 
legiflation,  and  getier.d  commeicc. 

“  On  the  other  h.mil,  the  middle  and 
temperat.  p.irty  reprefented  this  Hep  as 
imnecellar.y,  imccrl.iin  in  its[)euelits,  aiu! 
irietrievable  in  its  Conrequences.  Tlicy 
expatiated  on  the  advantages  that  had 
long  been  expeiicnced  liy  the  colonilts 
from  the  foHeiing  care  of  Great  Hiiiain, 
the  g'  uerolity  of  ihe  efl'oits  the  had 
ii’.atle  t('  ]iri>tev.'t  them,  ainl  tlie  hafvpirK  fs 
they  liad  known  under  their  Kiilpicious 
patronage.  Tliey  reprefented  their 
doubt  ct  till*  alftllty  of  Llie  c()!o!iies  to 
!  ilvfend  tl’.cmfelves  uitliout  her  alliance.

replaced  in  its  former  litiuitioii.

Confcio'.js,  however, 
rnnl  releived  upon  general  que 'lions,  tlic 
hidoiian  lias  rcIliiJted  liiinl'eif  almofl  en¬ 
tirely  lo  the  n  nrative  f. um,  and  has  lel- 
dom  indulged  ns  with,  wh  ?t  've  elleem 
the  [)r'Ineipal  ornament  of  elegint  hif- 
tory,  re-rictdion  and  ciiaraifltr.  'Fhe  !i- 
tnati'on  of  Dr  Robertfon  may  fuggell  to 
ns  an  trbvious,  though  incoivqn-tent,  mo¬ 
tive  ill  the  prefent  inllance.  Writing  for 
his  conuinpor.u'es  and  eomitrymen,  he 
could  not  ti'f  at  tlic  relbiance  of  America 
.as  the  refpcvtable  druggie  of  an  emer¬ 
ging  nation.  Writing  for  pirllerity,  he 
eonid  not  denominate  trealbn  and  uIvjI- 
lion,  that  which  fiiccci's  at  lead,  had 
ttainped  with  the  ngnarntes  of  gallan¬ 
try  and  applanfe.  But  fuch  could  not 
have  been  the  motives  of  the  wiiter  in 
tl'.at  part  ofihe  hiAory  of  America,  which 
was  given  to  the  world  fume  years  ago. 
Perhaps  Dr  Robe  tion  was  wihing  to 
try  how  far  his  abilities  could  render 
the  mult  naked  itory  agreeable  and  in- 
terthing.  Wc  will  allow  liim  to  have 
fnccceded.  Hut  we  could  well  have  fpa- 
red  the  experiment. 

The  Ityle  of  this  performance  is  fwcet 
and  eloquent.

Our  Autlnir  affeds  the  chaia<5lcr  of  an 
hinoriin  ^ivin^  informition  to  polterity. 
His  idea  is,  ihat  the  Uagellating  prac^ticcs 
may  poInbU  be  laid  entirely  alidc  ;  and 
that  they  may  be  luccetded  by  cuftojiiS

was  therefore  ambitious  to  perpetuate 
their  memory  by  committing  them  to 
writing. 

He  ati'evfts  alfo  to  be  friendly  to  morali¬ 
ty  ;  and  he  very  ejavely  conlnievs  that 
Ins  book  may  be  ufeful  to  the  prefent  ge¬ 
neration,  by  the  inihuices  it  gives  of  cor- 
rev^tions  bv  wincii  dillerent  oflences  a- 
gainh  the  peace  of  maiikind  liavc  been 
rompenlated.  For  it  may  llieucc  arile 
that  limilar  ofiet'.ees  and  dL/nerits  may 
be  pre\ente<l  and  difeouragt  li. 

“  Slanderous  wits,  for  example,  (fays 
he,")  to  mention  t>nly  oHuulers  of  tliat 
clafs,  wrilera  of  hitiies,  tplgrams,  and 
lampoonb,  dealers  in  bon-muls,  inventors  I 
of  anecdotes,  by  rtatling  the  inllances  of 
difeipline  b/  wlrch  fuch  ingenious  ]uf- 
times  have,  on  ditiVrent  occalir)ns,  been 
repaid,  will  naturally  be  led  to  recollee», 
that  all  pollVide  llagellations  \^to  ufe  the 
cxpreilion  of  the  Algua/il  introtluced  in 
a  certain  chapter  of  (iil  Blas)have  not  been 
yet  infliHed;  and  fudden  coiifidetations 
like  this,  whicli  this  book  w’ill  not  fail  to 
fuggeft  to  them,  wdl  be  extremely  apt  to 
check  them  the  inOant  they  are  pieparing 
to  make  tlieir  excurlions  on  the  reputa¬ 
tion  of  thtir  neighbours  ;  aiul  by  tk.at 
means  tlie  good  name  of  many  an  in¬ 
nocent  perfon  will  l>e  i)rcfei  veil.’* 

It  is  likewife  obferved  very  pleafnnt- 
ly  by  our  author,  that  his  hoi.k  n»ay  be 
of  ntdity  in  a  philofophical  light.  For 
while  infjuirers  of  this  kind  will  meet 
with  ex{)Iicit  proofs  of  the  re.ility  of  the 
fingnlar  praClicis  wliicli  have  prevailed  in 
dift'erent  nations,  they  will  he  led  to  think 
of  mankind  uinler  a  part'cnl.ir  aiul  ex¬ 
travagant  afpeaJh  It  •will,  at  the  fame 
time,  be  a  paO.ime  to  men  of  fciencc 
and  reflection  to  ft^e  in  a  connected  view 
the  debates  of  the  learned  and  inquifitive, 
on  a  topic  fo  odd  and  fo  iincomnuin. 

To  readers  of  a  critical  turn,  our  in¬ 
genious  Author  is  alfo  fond  of  lecom- 
niending  himfelf.  He  conceives  that  tlic 
arpuments  and  erudition  he  has  gathered 
from  db'iues  and  churchmen  will  bevan 
acceptable  amufement  to  them  :  and  it  is 
his  opinion  that  they  will  be  iiifinilely 


plcafed  with  the  paffages  w^hich  he 
been  able  to  leIcCt  from  St  Auftin,  St 
Jerome,  Tertullian,  and  other  writers  of 
that  clafs,  whofe  productions  are  not  in 
common  circulation. 

Of  the  fpirit  bf  this  bo\)k,  and  of  its 
merity  our  Readers  will  judge  beh  from 
a  few  fpecimens..  The  following  extract 
has  a  reference  to  a  great  and  powerful 
monarch.

— This  w-as  the  manner  in  which 
the  King  we  fpeak  of  fuffeied  the  dil'ci- 
pline  which  the  Church  indicted  upon 
liim.  His  proxies  were  MclT.  D’Olfat 
and  Du  Perron,,  who  were  afterwards 
made  Cardinals.  During  the  performing 
(d’  th.e  ceremony  of  the  King^s  abfolution, 
and  while  the  Choiiftcrs  were  (inging  the 
Pfalm  Miftrerf  met  Deu^,  the  Pi»pe,  at 
every  verfe,  beat  with  a  rod  oii  the 
iliouldcrs  of  each  of  the  two  proxies; 
which  diews  how  cflential  a  part  of  the 
ceremony  of  an  abfolution  flagellations 
iiavc  been  thought  to  be  ;  and  alib  how 
drii^tly  the  Church  of  Rome  adheres  to 
fuch  forms  as  arc  preferibed  by  its  Ritual, 
or  by  the  Pontifical,  as  it  is  called.  Fx- 
prefs  mention  was  moreover  made  of  the 
above  beating,  in  the  written  procefsthat 
was  drawm  of  the  t ran ion.  Dotninus 
leaflet  n.'erhevabat  ^  p&t cutiehot  ku^neros 
Prucu^nto^um,  ^  nijvjlibet  ipfo^utn,  I'Pga 
quam  in  ttninihus  hate  bat. 

As  a  farther  indulgence  to  the  King 
who  was  thus  disciplined  by  proxy,  and 
veiy  likely  alfo  out  of  regard  for  the  age 
in  w’h.ieh  the  ceremony  was  performed-* 
the  tw'o  Gentlemen  wdio  reprefented  him 
were  fulTered  to  keep  their  coats  on  din  ¬ 
ing  the  (>}'«ralion  ;  and  the  lalhes  fctni 
moreover  not  to  have  been  laid  upon 
them  with  any  great  degree  of  vigour. 
How'ever,  fonae  perfons  at  tire  court  of 
France^  either  out  of  envy  againic  the 
above  tw'o  gentlemen,. ou  account  of  the 
commidion  wdth  w-hich  the  King  had 
honoured  them,  or  with  a  view’  to  divert

“  Hugh  Uays  'I'homis  de  Chainpre) 
was  one  t>l  the  icvnlar  m  in  the  ino- 
iiaheiyot  St  in  T.iris.  lie  was 

called  the  fecoiul  ot  Amlin,  that  is  to 
lay,  the  freond  man  in  point  of  learning 
lince  St  Aii'.liii  ;  hui  though  he  deferveil 
much  praifein  tliat  ivfpee'r,  yet  the  fjme 
cannot  be  laid  of  Ins  cor.  it  ant  refulai  to 
pradice  flagellalions  and  difeiplines,  for 
his  (luotidii'in  i.iiidecihi,  e*’.the‘r  in  priv.itc, 
or  in  the  cliapter,  in  company  with  the 
brothers;  he  wa*-',  as  1  have  been  inform* 
cd,  of  a  tender  fr.».ir.e  of  hotly,  and  had 
bcfides  been  too  much  indulged  in  his 
cbiUlhootl.  Now,  bvcaufe  he  tool;  no 
pains  to  ovei corr>e  by  cxe I'ciiL*  tlu*  (iL'Pctll 
of  his  nature,  or  lather  his  bad  habit, 
very  fital  confe{]ue:'ces  endued  to  him,  as 
1  am  going  to  relate,  being  ne.ar  his 
death,  a  brother  canon,  wfio  was  his  in¬ 
timate  triend,  intre<stet»  hnn  lolhcw  him- 
lelf  again  to  him  after  he  was  elead.  I 
will,  fays  he,  if  the  Mailer  of  life  and 
death  confents  to  it.  Ar,  Hugh  was  ma¬ 
king  this  promife  he  dieil;  nor  was  it  long 
before  he  retin  nt  d  to  his  friend,  iio  was 
Hill  in  expedatien  of  him,  and  faiel.  Here 
lam;  make  haOe  to  aik  what  (]nellion 
you  intend  to  afk,  for  I  cannot  hay.  d'he 
other,  who  though  he  was  exceedingly 
pleafed,  yet  was  not  a  little frighte'd,  laid,

“  A  jolly  prt  dicant  friar,  who  la’d  a 
wager  he  would  make  cue*  half  of  his 
congregatirm  laugh,  and  the  other  cry. 
As  for  making  his  hearers  eiy,  it  was 
wlnit  he  had  often  I’uceeeded  in  doing, 
being  a  very  good  preacher. — On  the  ap¬ 
pointed  day,  he  accordingly  came  to 
cliurch,  provided  with  an  excellent  fer- 
mon,  with  that  of  his  Hock  which  he* 
knew  was  moll  likely  to  produce  the 
delired  cfie^fl,  and  he  prefently  after  be¬ 
gan  leciMng  it,  for  they  never  read 
the'ir  fermons.

hearers  went-  very  near  licing  in  the  nc- 
cifiary  difpofition  to  make  him  win  uue 
half  of  the  wager,  he,  (ni  a  fudden,  ivt 
his  breeches  dr<rp  upon  his  heels,  and  ex¬ 
hibited,  to  Die  the  expreliion  of  Rei  nai - 
dmus  i.'e  his  fipi.ire  labcrnaclco  to 

tlie  full  view  of  that  part  of  the  congic- 
yat  i  n  who  were  feati  d  behind  the  pul¬ 
pit.  With  refpevt  to  him,  however,  pre¬ 
tending  t<j  pcrct  ive  nothing  ('f  the  mat¬ 
ter,  anti  to  be  wht'lly  taken  up  with  his 
fermou,  he  went  on  Avith  itasbefoie; 
and  as  he  had  now  r.  ached  the  latter 
fusrt  of  it,  confequently  that  which  cen- 
t.iined  his  mofl  iniererling  defcriptlons,  as 
well  as  firoTigeft  arguments,  he  excited 
I'o  much  clot; lienee  in  it,  and  fuch  a 
power  (rfdoclamnllon,  that  tint  pait  of 
the  cony rcgatioii  wlu)  were  placed  in 
from  (d  the  pulpit  were  really  melting  in 
tears,  ^^•hile  thofe  wfio  fat  behnid,  mind¬ 
ing  lets  what  they  h.c.*rtl  than  what  Ih.ey 
faw,  were  in  a  fduarn  ii  of  mind  qui'e 
different  ;  and  it  is  needlefs  to  f.iy  that 
the*  friar  won  tlie*  wagerd^ 

We  abllain  from  entering  into  any  de¬ 
tails  about  the  higlicr  and  lower  dil’ci- 
pline,  or  of  pointing  out  the  inordinate 
piofiigac)M)f  the  prieffs,  with  refpeeff  to 
the  practice  of  leading  nuns  to  the*  altar, 
of  dripping  th.cm,  and  applying  fcourges 
to  them.  This  part  of  the  author’s 
work  can  only  be  acceptable  to  fops,  ma¬ 
caronies,  and  prollitutes.  It  illuflrates, 
notwithftanding,  the  wickedntfs  of  ima¬ 
gination  which  too  frequently  prevails 
among  Uomilhi  ecclefiadics ;  and  the 
extreme  •' afe  with  which  they  can  make 
a  mockery  of  religion,  in  order  to  give 
a  poignancy  to  their  licentioufnefs. 

Hut  while  we  reprobate  the  palHon  for 
obfccnity  which  deforms  this  volume,  it 
mull  be  allowed  that  the  author  has  col¬ 
lected  Inch  a  tund  ot  ridiculous  and  ab- 
fnrd  ufiiges  as  may  lead  to  fertous  and 
even  ufetui  fpeculations.  His  erudition 
is  very  confidcrable  ;  his  wit  is  often 
wcll-direCled  ;  and  his  luimour  is  by  no 
means  to  be  defpifed.  If  we  are  not 
midaken,  this  work  is  the  production  of 
a  very  ingenious  foreigner,*  who  has  the 
honour  of  difputing  with  our  mod  learn¬ 
ed  lawyers  in  a  profound  knowledge  of 
the  conftitution  ofEngland.  E.

addrefs,  and  has  very  much  the  manners 
of  Well-bl  ed  people.  I  lei  fjieech  i^  aiti- 
culale,  but  her  voice  is  deticieut  in  power 
iinel  iias  a  harlhnefs  of  tone ;  llie  ma¬ 
nages  it  however  with  great  art.  Her  ' 
ligure  is  elegant,  of  the  middle  li/e,  and  ] 
though  llie  is  neither  exeerding  young  or  ! 


woulel  not  permit  her  to  ad  as  liigh 
priellefs,  Ihe  has  held  up  the  tragic 
mufe’s  trrdn  with  great  decency,  licr 
chief  merit,  liowevcr,  coPulls  in  perform¬ 
ing  eluuaedcis  of  a  dlul'ieut  hind;  the 
corpiet,  the  well  bud  or  the  tine  lady, 
whivrethe  palhons  undergo  no  violence 
of  agitation,  and  w^.eie  cafe  and  piiipiie- 
t y  are  the  great  n<jiiliiie.>,  liiefe  aie  the 
parts  in  winch  Ihe  moit  exceils. 

Mis  !*hf:i:ps  is  a  young  ad’cfs  of  great 
expcvitatieui,  and  in.nlc  h^r  tirti  appeal - 
ance  tvvo  feaibns  ago  in  the  pait  of 
Mundane  in  Artaxt  rxes.  From  the  pro- 
giels  the  has  already  made,  we  may  lafe- 
ly  predict,  if  lire  remains  on  the  llage, 
lire  will  become  a  great  favourile  with 
tiie  puMlc;  and  ihouid  her  iruliiliry 
keep  pace  with  her  talents,  her  future 
fuc'Cefs  mud  er;u.!]  her  uimolt  ambition. 
Her  ligure  is  (if  the  miditle  !ize,  and  tho* 
n<it  yet  futhclcntly  improved  by  the 
dancing  mailer,  licim-dly  praceful:  her 


haueilbme,  gives  hei  a  very  p’ealing  ap-  ' 
peaiance  e>n  the  hage.  Her  talents  have 
always  made  iier  a  favourite  with  the  town 
as  an  adrefs;  and  perhaps  it  is  folely  the 
deled  of  her  vcnce  that  l.as  kept  her 
fioni  being  a  performer  of  the  hilt  emi- 
iienee  in  Irageely,  as  well  as  comedy. 
\Vc  have  heard  Ivli  Bulkley,  when  the 
honfe  has  been  attentive,  deliver  Poitia’s 
celebrated  fpeech  on  mercy  in  the  Mer¬ 
chant  of  Vdnicc,  with  fo  mucii  propiiety 
and  feeling,  that  the  lias  obtained  nniver- 
f«il  Hut  a  good  voice  is  one  of 

llie  moll  neceHary  requilites  of  a  good 
alitor,  the  want  ot  which  genius  itfrlf 
can  fcarcely  fiipply.  Colley  Cibber,  wlio 
was  certainly  a  proper  jinlge  of  thefe 
tilings,  fays  in  his  apology,  “  So  (Iroug, 
fu  very  near  indirpenlible  is  tliat  one  ar¬ 
ticle  of  voice  in  l\jiming  a  good  trage¬ 
dian,  that  an  ador  may  want  any  other 
qualihcation  whatfoever,  and  yet  have  a 
better  chance  for  applaufe  than  he  will 
ever  have,  with  all  the  Ikill  in  the  woild, 
if  his  voice  is  not  equal  to  it.**  Nor 
Ihould  Mr  Cibber  have  confined  his  re¬ 
marks  to  the  tragedian  ;  the  comedian 
of  humour  muft  at  lealt  have  a  loud  voice, 
and  he  who  peifonates  the  lover  or  the 
man  of  fenlibility,  Ihould  like  wife  have  a 
fweet  one. 

In  the  dearth  of  tragical  adrclTcs  which 
has  predominated  lately  at  Diury  Lane 
theatre  (Mrs  Siddons  excepted),  Mrs 
Biilkleyhas  been  occafionally  called  upon 
^o  afiill  at  the  facrifices  cf  Melpomene ; 
ud  thou^ii  the  rtafon  wc  have  jufl  given 


face  i  InMUtiful,  and  i  er  voice  delightful. 
But  V.  hile  we  do  evei  \  julliee  to  her 
charm-i  and  h*  r  abilities,  it  is  our  duty 
to  pv)iut  out  fuch  d.  tiLitr.cies  as,  if  not 
corre>‘U’d,  will  iiali  olilciiie  her  merits, 
and  rob  the  'piibbc  (>f  that  perfL^dion 
which  llicy  have  in  iV-me  uu-ariiie  a  right 
to  exped.  Her  aO’ion  ia  at  pufeiit  too 
coniined  ;  inllead  of  moving  her  whole 
aim,  Ih'  keeps  her  ilht)w  to  her  tide, 
and  ads  only  ulth  li.e  f*)re  part  of  her 
aim;  this  is  an  (rmr  into  which  moll 
youiig  peiformcr.^  fall,  and  is  dilticull  to 
correct.  Kafe  .ind  gr.iee,  which  in  fact 
are  noninious,  rnjuire  th.it  the  action 
Ihould  begin  from  llie  llmuldvr,  and  Unit 
the  elbows  Ihould  lie  lurueil  out,  •(*ther- 
wile  the  Ihuulders  aiul  aims  foimava- 
i  riety  of  angles  inftead  ot  curve  lines,  and 
j  give  a  lliarp,  prominent,  and  Ikeletoii  ap¬ 
pearance,  exceedingly  dlf.igiceable  totlic 
imagiiiatioit.  Mil’s  PI. illlps  liken  ife  has 
acquired  a  iiablt  of  Hooping  occatiomiily, 
tliat  merits  a  llriCt  and  ll  r’.ous  attention, 
fill- it  Is  a  (life ail*  that  will  pickiitly  be¬ 
come  incurablr.  Her  articulation  is  ex¬ 
cellent,  am!  her  del-ve-y  good  ;  but  tlio* 
wc  lie  fl.e  feels  inii.viately  licilllf,  Ihe  has 
not  yet  ac(|uiredi  the  pouer  of  coiiveying 
her  feelings,  with  all  their  force,  to  the 
audit nc'c.  I'ime  and  practice  alone  can 
teach  her  this  difficult  but  charming 
ait. 

In  ringing,  flic  has  fliulied  tlie  flaecato 
too  mi.ch,  tt:an  which  nothing  is  more 
deflrudive  of  llntiiner.t  and  cxprcfllon  ; 
it  may  foinelimcs  excite  furi  r're,  but

never  pafTion ;  and  though  it  is  a  kind 
of  trick  that  will  liave  a  good  eficvft  in 
the  whimiical  and  outre  performances  ot 
Mifs  Catley,  it  never  can  fnccecd  in  I 
characters  of  a  tender  and  delicate  nature, 
fuch  as  Patty  in  the  Maid  of  the  Mill, 
Clarifia  in  the  School  for  Fathers,  and 
t)»hers  of  a  like  call,  in  which  Mifs 
Phillips  wc  hope  will  progrcliivcly  be 
Feen. 

We  have  fpoken  of  tliefe  defects  in 
this  promifing  and  engaging*  ytMingaCtrefs 
tor  feveral  reafons;  fivlt,  from  a  fmcere 
tie  lire  to  fee  the  ftage  in  polVellion  of  a^ 
much  perfection  as  pofhble  ;  next,  that 
(he  her  felt  may  enjoy  as  great  a  reputa¬ 
tion,  from  a  perfect  krurwledgc  of  ilu- 
ait  the  profedes,  as  from  the  gifts  ot 
which  nature  has  been  fo  prodigal  to 
{rt ;  and  again,  that  others  may  learn  to 
avoid  or  con  eCt  thofe  errors  into  which 
young  performers  are  fo  very  liable  to 
fall.  Nlifs  I'hiliips  ih  happy  in  extraor- 
d  nary  natural  eiidowments,  an  eiicliant- 
ing  vrrice,  a  beautiful  perfon,  an.d  a  fenli- 
Me  heart,  are  larely  united;  we  are 
anxioiu  to  lie  them  puxluce  their  full 
clfeCl  ;  audit  Ihould  be  remembered,  that 
to  whom  much  is  given,  fiom  them 
much  is  reqnircil.  W'e  have  in  a  former 
juper  inveiglied  againtt  that  difrefpect- 
ful  habit  which  a:ior  s  are  ag.t  to  accjuire, 
of  looking  among  the  audience  to  lind 
out  their  acquaintance  :  if  it  is  difguding 
in  men,  and  from  people  of  a  long  land¬ 
ing  and  great  intimacy  with  the  town,  it 
is  trebly  fo  from  young  perfons,  efpeci- 
ally  ladies,  in  whom  a  lefpecfful  balhful- 
nefs  is  a  pleabng  t»)ken  of  innocence  and 
worth.  Mifs  Phillips  perhaps,  and  vie 
hope  unconfciou.ny,  is  fometirnes  guilty 
of  this  fault  ;  if  Ihc  knows  her  own  iii- 
terelt  Ihe  never  will  be  fo  again. 

Mifs  Ftthi  is  likewife  a  finger,  and  as 
fat  a?  her  powers  extend,  a  charming 
one.  Her  voice  is  thin  and  delicate,  but  [ 
capable  of  great  execution  in  the  bravora 
flile,  and  h  generally  excellently  in  tune, 
which  is  one  of  the  brfl  qualities  of  a  | 
good  finger.  Her  perfirn,  though  not 
tx'autifiii,is  plealing;  but,  like  her  voice, 
it  wants  importance.  In  fpeaking,  (he 
always  delivers  her  author  with  great 
propriety  and  fenfibility.  of  which  wc 
cannot  point  out  a  more  convincing  in- 
ftance  than  her  performance  of  Ariel 
in  the  Tcmpcfl,  in  w’hich,  though  the 
language  is  exceeding  figurative  and  dif-  i 
ficult  for  the  fpeaker,  fl^e  delivers  it  with  { 


I  all  the  fpirit  and  accuracy  of  the  mofl 
I  tinilhed  comedian,  and  difeovers  fo  maiiv 
proofs  of  an  acute  apprehenlion  and  a 
good  underdandiiig,  that  we  cannot  help 
regreting  nature  has  not  been  equallv 
bountiful  to  her  in  other  refpeHs.  She 
has  played  Rofetta,  Mifs  Jenny,  and 
other  parts,  and  the  fame  kind  of  beau¬ 
ties,  and  the  fame  defeats,  arc  obferveable 
in  them  all. 

Mrs  lio/fklns  is  an  aiftrefs  who  has  been 
long  on  the  ftage,  and  iias  a  conliderable 
lliare  of  merit  in  her  ftile  of  playing, 
which  is  chielly  that  of  mothers  and 
maidenly  ladies.  Her  figure  is  what  it 
fir  on  id  l>e  for  fuch  characters,  and  Irer 
voice  and  deportment  correfpond.  Hut 
though  her  perfon,  the  (Irength  of  her 
features,  and  the  tune  of  her  voice,  are 
happily  adapted  to  ridicule  the  a‘\‘(ira- 
tion  of  youth,  beauty,  and  fweetnef^,  yet 
humour  is  not  the  bent  of  her  temper 
and  difpolition  ;  Oie  foiiietimcs  play.>  llic 
Queen  in  liamiet,  and  Kmiliain  Othelhi, 
in  vvliich  parts  Ihe  is  evidently  more  iii- 
terefied,  more  impafiioned,  and  feels 
them  more  intimately  than  thofe  wheie 
ridicule  is  intended.  To  weep  for  in¬ 
juries,  or  r'efent  themi  to  be  terrified  at 
the  coTifcioufnefs  of  guilt  and  fear  of 
confequent  puniih  merit,  arc  afreet  ions 
common  to  all ;  true  and  native  humour 
is  the  gift  only  of  a  few.  Mrs  Ibipkins, 
though  Ihe  ilv)es  not  pofiefs  fo  rniicli  of 
the  vis  comica  as  Mrs  Green*,  is  llil! 
the  bell  aeircfs  at  prefent  on  the  ftage 
in  that  cafi,  and  is  likely  fo  to  remain. 

Mrs  Brf  reton  is  a  fmall,  but  beaut  it  ill 
woman,  and  her  powers,  though  confin¬ 
ed,  are  fufticient  for  the  parts  Ibe  plays  ; 
thefe  ate  generally  the  young  lovcfick 
ladies  in  comedies  and  far  ces,  and  which, 
on  the  Euglith  ftage,  have  fieqiieiitly 
very  little  efi'eCt,  except  as  they  are  necef- 
fary  to  carry  on  the  intrigue.  Indeed,  if 
a  judgment  may  be  formed  from  our 
plays,  the  fufpeiife,  anxiely,  and  terrors 
of  love  are  but  feebly  known  to  the 
Englifii,  for  though  theve  is  a  love  plot  in 
every  play,  tragedy  or -comedy,  faixe  or 
pantomime,  it  is,  to  ufe  a  homely  me¬ 
taphor,  rather  the  bag  tlrat  holds  *the 
pudding  than  a  part  of  the  pudding 
itfclf.
